George Wright 
Appointed 


Building Commissioner 


Indianapolis Mayor Albert Losche has appointed well- 
known Indianapolis Architect George Caleb Wright, FAIA, 
to be Building Commissioner for the City of Indianapolis. 
The appointment was effective February 1st, and fills the 
vacancy created last Fall by the death of Commissioner 
K. K. Wark. 


A registered architect in Indiana since 1929, Mr. Wright 
was a founder and the former president of the architectural 
firm of Wright, Porteous & Lowe. Two years ago he resigned 
as firm president to assume a less active role as an archi- 
tectural consultant and was succeeded as president by his 
son, William C. Wright, AIA. 


After his graduation from the University of Illinois 
School of Architecture, Mr. Wright practiced in Chicago and 
then came to Indianapolis in 1923. He was first associated 
with the late Herbert Foltz, and subsequently established a 
partnership with Edward D. Pierre, FAIA, in the firm of 
Pierre € Wright. 


Later he associated with the late Kurt Vonnegut in the 
firm of Vonnegut & Wright, from which the present firm 
evolved. 


Always active in the affairs of the profession, the con- 
struction industry and the community, Mr. Wright already 
has built up an impressive record of service. He is a form- 
er president of the Indiana Society of Architects, the Con- 
struction League of Indianapolis and the Building Congress 
of Indiana. 


He was the chief architect for the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration in Indiana, and former chairman of the Eco- 
nomic Council of Indiana. 


He was a member, and the first chairman, of the Marion 
County Metropolitan Plan Commission. 


And he brings to his new position a wealth of personal 
experience and background in building code matters, as he 
was instrumental in writing the Indiana State Building Code 
and establishing the Indiana State Administrative Building 
Council over fifteen years ago. 


His elevation to Fellow of The Institute several years 
ago was partially in recognition of his outstanding service 
to the profession and the public.

A Quest for Quality 
in Architecture 


“The Quest for Quality in Architecture” will be the 
theme of the professional program of The American Insti- 
tute of Architects’ 1963 Convention May 5-9 in Miami, 
President Henry L. Wright, FAIA, has announced. 

In describing the program subject, Wright said: “At its 
1962 convention in Dallas, the Institute discussed the expan- 
sion of architects' services, both to the community and the 
individual client. In 1961 in Philadelphia, the convention 
theme centered on extension of the scope of architects’ 
practice into the field of urban design. 

“AIA’s current major programs also are concentrated 
with a broadening of the architect's function to meet the 
requirements of a rapidly changing society. The 1963 con- 
vention seems an appropriate time to pause in this period 
of expansion and again explore the concept of architectural 
quality, to perform the re-examination of ‘basic doctrine' in 
architecture.” 

The first session, on Wednesday morning, May 8, will 
be titled “What Is Quality.” Speakers and panelists will 
explore, among other topics, tne criteria for defining quality 
and the reasons why these 

The second session, on Tı.'ırsday morning, will be con- 
cerned with “What and Who Influences Quality?” 
ined will be the role of goverrment, education, professional 
press, public taste, and other influeners, both internal 
and external.
